A Company Responsible for Tardineas of 
its Agent in Delivering Policy. 
CEATTANOOGA, May 13 —An important life 
insurance case, Which hag atiracted much at- 
tentien and discussion throughoutthe country 
was decided 1 tre Uaiwea states coart toddy 
ky Judge D M. Key. TFhecare was that of 
. Yonge vs. the Equitable Life Assurancs com- 
pany of New York city. Mr. Yorge made ap- 
plication for $3,000 of insurance and a policy 
was issusd, but was not presented at arsured’s 
place of business until two weeks after its date. 
When the policy was ready for delivery, it was 
learned that the assured was sick, and although 
the prenium was tendered, it was refused. 
Five weeks afterwards the assured died, and 
the policy being stil] in the hands of the local- 
sgent sn injunction was secured preventing 
its return. The company contested tho claim, 
because the application for insarance 
contained a clause providing that the 
frst preminm muss bo paid during 
the life and good health of the assared. 
Judge Key gave judgment for the plaintiff for 
the face of the po'lcy, with interest and costs, 
and decided that the policy went into force 
when ibe application waa accepted and the 
policy issued; that the clause upon which the 
company predicated its defense was waived by 
the fact that the agent of the company had 
given the epplicant indulgence a3 to the pay- 
ment of the premium, and that the company 
was respousible for delay in the delivery of the 
policy which was occasioned by an error on the 
part of the company’s medical examiner.

SECESSION OF DELEGATES FROM 
AN EPISCOPAL CONVENTION, 


In the South Carolina Diocesan Convention the Ques- 
tion of Admission of the Colored Clergy Results 
in the Withdrawal of Several Delegates 
~The Convention to Meet Loday. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 13.—The Episcopal 
Diocesan convention of South Carolina con- 
tinued today the discussion of the right of the 
colored clergy to admission to the floor as dele- 
gates, A great many speeches were made on 
both sides of the question ard considerable 
feeling was manifested. 

This morning Bishop Howe announced the 
convention organized for business. The effect 
of this announcement was to seat the colored 
clergymen. An appeal was" taken from his 
ruling and debate came upon the color question 
in this ehape. . 

After discussing the matter all day the con- 
vention reassembled this evening when the 
bishop put the question on sustaining the ap- 
peal from his decision. 7 

The convention refused to sustain the de- 
cision, whertupon the bishop ordered the sec- 
retary to read the rules of order. 

This precipitated an entirely unanticipated 
scene. Hon. C. G. Memminger, lay delegate 
from Grace church, Charleston, jumped to his 
feet and announced that Grace church would 
withdraw from the convention. He was quick- 
ly followed by other members of the laity all 
over the church, who announced that they and 
their delegates would also withdraw. 

When a count was made, it was found that 
lay delegates from fourteen parishes had with- 
¢rawn, and that of the clergymen, Rev. R. S., 
Trappier, of St. Michael’s church, Charleston, 
and Rey. William Hanckel, of Trinity church, 
Abbeville, had joined in the secession, The 
rules of the church provido that ten parishes 
shail coustitute a quorum. There are more 
than enough delegates, lay and clerical, left to 
make a quorum, andthe convention will con- 
tinue its sessions tomorrow.

FIGHTING 1HE FLAMES. 


Heavy Damage to Pine Forests in Michigan 
—Firemen Fighting the Fiames. 

MARQUETTE, Mich, May 13.—Forest fires 
are tegiug in the vicinity of Negaunee. Losses 
to the owners of pine land will be very heavy. 
Some mining locations are threatened with de- 
struction. Near Teal lake and Carp river fires 
ate raging along the tracks of the Chicago and 
Northwestern, Duluth and South Shore and 
the Milwaukee and Northern railroads. Forest 
City mining village isthreatened with destruc- 
tion. The fires are spreading in every direc: 
‘fon. Daluth dispatches say the navigation of 
Leake Superior is impeded by the smoke of the 
Michigan and Wisconsin fires, At Escanada 
and other places the fire departments have 
been called out to fight the flames and the situ- 
ation is very ciitical.

THE LONDON TIMES ON PARNELL- 
ISM AND CRIME. 


Zhe Thunderser Proposes to Publish a Series of Ar- 
ticles Showing the Relations Between the Amer- 
ican Fenians and the Parneliites-—Ths 
Debate in Parlisament—Other News. 


LONDON, Msy 13.—The Times has rasumed 
the publication of regular articles intended to 
show the connection between Parnellism and 
crime. The presen series of articles is enti- 
tled “Behind the Scenesin America.” The 
matter is the result of an inquiry, which the 
Times says it instituted last summer, into the 
relations between the American Fenians and 


ber of secret records of the Clan-Na-Gael soci- 
ety, obtained through a schism in the society 
and quarrels among its leaders. Among the 
dccoments published are what is alleged to be 
copies of the constitution of the society, lists 
of its officers at various epochs, letters from its 
past and present leaders, secret circulars and 
reports of the society’s conventions. 

The Times says its inquiries are not yet com- 
plete for the reason that the society has been 
originated so that its system of working has 
become seemingly an impenetrable mystery. 
Editorially commenting on its present revela- 
tion, the Times says: “It is impossible to 
doubt that the policy of the Parnellites and, 
therefore, of Mr. Gladstone, is ultimately dic- 
tated to by the heads of the society and Patrick 
Ford,”

Yet such 
is the law. 

One would think from the high handed style 
in which the sheep men act that the owners of 
lands and dogs have no rights which they are 
bound to respect. They will awake some time 
to a sense of their error, and the time is not far 
distant when these flocks will be required, as 
they should, to be kept onthe premises of their 
owners. 

If a man keeps dog which is suspected of 
killing sheep, no man hasa right to kill sucha 
dog because of the mere suspicion.

Oae of 
the young men immediately sprang into the 
water and started towards him.; Young Taller 
had by this time, however, sank the second 
time. The young man who had goue to assist 
him suvceeeded in reaching him just 
as he reso the second time,  Talier 
struggled to grasp his friend, and in doing 
so their hands slipped, and down he went 
under the rolling waves, never to rise alive 
sgain.

OF COLUMBUS. 


Distinguished Consideration Shown to Goorgia’s 
Senior Benator by the Peopie of tae Georgia 
Lowell—The Ladies Participate in the 
Bonors— Work of the Convention. 


Co_umsus, Ga, May 13,.—([Special.}—The 
delegates to the Chattahoochee Valley, River 
and Harber convention have come and gone 
and the work of the conference is being dis- 
cuseed. The convention was of vast import- 
ance to this section, and great good will un: 
questionably follow the efforts that were put 
forth. The object is to secure better appropria- 
tions for the Chattahoochee and Fiiut rivers.

Carriages 
were in waiting and members of the party 
were driven to the hotel, preceded by the 
band. At the hotel the senator was given an 
excellent room and shown the greatest kind- 
ness and consideration. The convention was 
in session during Tuesday. Tuesday night 
Senator Brown delivered an address at the 
opera house, taking for his subject the objecis 
of the convention and speakifg for about 
an hour. The opera house 
was packed to its fallest capacity 
by the leading citizens of Colambus, amon 
whom were many ladies. The most mark 
attention was shown Senator Brown. It was 
expected that the convention would be in ses- 
sion on Wednesday, but at ten o’clock Taesday 
night the business was concluded and the 
body adjourned. The members, however, re- 
mained over on Wednesday, to go upon an ex- 
cursion on the Georgia Pacific during the day, 
and to attend a magnificent banquet tendered 
Wednesday night, by the citizens of Columbus, 
Senator Brown left on Wednesday morning. 
Before leaving he was notified that a commit- 
tee would see him to the depot. When he 
went to settle his bill he was 
informed that he had been the 
guest of the city and had no bill to pay. He 
was escorted to a fine carriage, drawn by six 
splendid horses, each decorated with a smali 
United States flag. He wa3 driven to the de- 
pot, boarded his private car and in a short time 
was on his way to Atlanta. The proceedings 
of the convention were harmonious and great 
results are expected. 


DEATH OF HON. J. F. LAW. 


An Old and Well Known Citizen of Hall 
County. 

GAINESVILLE, Ga., May 13.—[Special.}— 
Hon. James F. Law, ordinary of Hall county, 
died last night at 12 o’clock, after a brief ill- 
ness of about twenty-four hours. For soms- 
time past he has been complaining, but was 
greatly improved in heaith, and on Wednesday 
night he was feeling remarkably well, and 
wasin one of his merriest moods. He was 
stricken with paralysis betwoen 11 and 12 
o’clock Wednesday night, and was unconscious 
up to the time ot his death. His wife died 
only a few months ago, and this preyed heavily 
on bis mind. 

Captain Law, by which title he was well 
known, was & representative Hall county man, 
havirg been a resident of this county all of his 
life. Inmany respects he was a very remark- 
ableman. He was the kindest and most gen- 
crous of men, as gentle as a woman anid as 
noble and brave as he was gentle and generous. 
He never turned a deaf ear tothe cal’s of the 
necdy and distressed, but it seemed that he 
wes al xious to make others happy, and to do 
this would deny himself. He was cap‘ain of 
Company F, Forty-third Georgia ragiment, in 


the confederate service, and was a gallant | 


soldier, and the star of his hops never sank 
until at the sad scenes that closed the crael 
war at Appomattox. He had the confidence 
and esteem of his entire command, and was a 
universal favorite. He died at the age of fifty- 
six years. and if he left an enemy in ths bor- 
ders of Hall county, that enemy nurses his 
malice in the secret chambers of his heart and 
is ashamed to make property of it to the world. 

Captain Law never held a public office until 
two years ago he was urged to run for the office 
of ordinary. This he reluctantly consented 
to do, and the result was that he dis- 
lodged Hon. J. B. M. Winburn, who had held 
the office for twelve years and who was conce- 
ded to be one of the best ordinaries in the 
state of Georgia, a most perfect gentleman 
and exceedingly popular. 

Indeed Captain Law’s life has been a check- 
ered one. Twice married he leaves one child, 
a daughter, who is the wife of Mr. W. D. 
Hawkins, of Flowery Branch. Captain Law 
has been a man of ample means but died with- 
out anything scarcely.

The increasing prosperity of the south and 
the increasing poverty of the New England 
states, one phase of which was recently so 
graphically set forth by the Springfield Re- 
publican, will lead to great discontent in 
the east, and there may possibly be some 
symptoms of secession in that quarter. 

If so, the south will engage to do its part 
in fetching the discontented section to terms. 
Now tbat we have had a war about the 
union, it must be a permanent one. 


The Proposed Extra Session. 

In his last report to congress, Mr. Daniel 
Manning, then secretary of the treasury, es- 
timated that the surplus for the present fis- 
cal year would reach or exceed $120,000, 000, 
This prediction, when made, was distrusted 
by many members of congress, but it is now 
evident that Secretary Manning knew what 
he was talking about. The best estimate 
now places the surplus for the current fiscal 
year at $140,000,000. Of this amount only 
$18,000,000 can beused in the redemption 
of the remaining three per cent bonds, The 
prospect of rapid accumulation of money iu 
the treasury makes the reduction of taxation 
imperative. The fiftieth congress must work 
out this problem. 

There is ademand from various ‘quarters 
for an extra session, to assemble, say about 
the first of October, to take some action 
which shall immediately reduce taxes and 
prevent an unnecessary surplus. Ever since 
congress adjourned various volunteer coun- 
sellors have endeavored f persuade the 
president to call anextra session. Thus far 
they have, to all appearances,. failed to ac- 
complish their object. If an extra session is 
to be had it will not begin before October, 
which is just two months in advance of the 
time for the regular meeting of congress. An 
extra cession at such a time would insure a 
continuons sitting of congress from October 
to the following July, at least. 

The ¢cfivort to reduce taxation will inevit- 
ably elicit various propositions and provoke 
along discnssion. Thereis no good reason 
to believe that*this important work will be 
materially expedited by an October ses3ion, 
Taxation at the present rate will in all prob- 
abi ity continue through the present fiscal 
year, and congress will have ample timé, 
meelipg in regular session, to prepare for 
the next fiscal year. 

Our national law-makers have a habit of 
loitering at the beginning of every session 
and Jater on rushing the public business, 
often in a careless aud slip-shod fashion, to 
atone for their past inactivity. This crisis 
in the national finances will not be without 
excellent results if it improves the business 
methods of congress. The forty-ninth con- 
gress meton the 4th of December and it 
was the 13th of January before Speaker 
Carlisle announced his committees, There 
were nearly six weeks lost in waiting for the 
speaker to perform a duty which he ought to 
have done in a week or ten days, Mr. Car- 
lisle was then serving his second term as 
speaker and was presumably familiar with 
the qualifications of the old members who 
always fill up the important places on the 
committees. Ifthe next house should elect 
Mr. Carlisle speaker he can do more than 
anyone else to insure a prompt and efficient 
discharge of the grave responsibilities that 
will rest upon that body. Mr. Carlisle has 
often been criticised for his lack of executive 
ability. He may have, in the coming con- 
gress, a fine opportunity to demonstrate that 
he has been underrated in this particular, 
and the country will gain more than he 
possibly can if he succeeds in proving that 
he isa fine executive, as well as a great de- 
bator and a profound thinker. 

Whether congress shall meet in October or 
December it should profit by the example 
of its predecessors and settle down to buasi- 
ness atonce. The people will, watch the 
fiftieth congress. They expect good work 
from it, and if they don’t get it they will be 
heard from. 


West End Taxes. 

The controversy between the tax assessors 
in West Exd and some of its citizens, grow- 
ing out of comments made by THE CONSTI- 
TUTION, has reached a point where it may 
well be left to be passed on by the good 
sense of the citizens of that flourishing com- 
munity. It has been carried on in good 
faith and in good humor by both parties, 
ard it is so well understood by those most 
interested that it may safely be left to their 
decision. 


While we are of the opinion that in some | 


instances (as is invariably and almost in- 
evitably the case) property has been assessed 
for more than it is worth, the assessors have 
made a proposition that seems to be the 
essence of fairness. They say that if any 
citizen feels that injustice has been done let 
him appear before the next meeting in June 
with his complaint, and if he fails, on a 
proper showing, to have his assessment re- 
duced, it will be time enough to make his 
complaint the subject of controversy. 

This seems to bea fair and equitable solu- 
tion of the matter. On investigation we 
find that the increased assessment will not 
exceed six hundred and forty dollars, the 
onJy question being whether certain citizens 
have not been required to contribute too 
much in proportion. This can be determin- 
ed before the meeting of council to which 
we have referred, and of which due notice 
should be given. : 

The asressors say that the amount of 
revenue raised from real estate is not more 
than twenty-seven hundred dollars. To 
this sum about eight hundred dollars is to 
be added for taxes on personal property, 
making an aggregate of about thirty-five 
hundred dollars. This sum ignot more than 
ought to be expended for the legitimate ex- 
penses of the town. 


The Virginia Debt. 

A long conference between a committee of 
the Virginia legislature and Sir Edward 
Thornton, who represents the English hold- 
ers of Virginia bonds, resulted in a failure to 
arrive at any basis of settlement for the 
troublesome debt of the Old Dominion. The 
distance between the demands made by the 
bondholders and the ‘‘ultimatum’’ of the 
legislative committee was so great as to dis- 
courage the hope that any agreement could 
postibly be reached. 

Sir Edward Thornton, after communica- 
tion with his principals, has formulated an- 
other proposition, which is not yet given ia 
detail, but is understood to be more favor- 
able to the state. It is believed that Sir 
Edward has been convinced that there are 
equities in the Virginia case which should 
ve weight in the settlement of her debt. 
The prospect that West Virginia will as 


‘furnish the rare specimen. 
thought no more of it for some time, until there 


ith oe 


sume the $8,000,000, which is considered 
justly due by that state, is not very bright. 

Discussion of this question has illustrated 
the magnitude of the sacrifices made by Vir- 
ginia during the war. 

In 1859 her taxable values were $1,043,- 
965,928: her revenue $4,306,671; her debt 
$30,190,316; and her assets $35,357,469. 

In 1886, twenty-one years after the de- 
vastation of war, Virginia could count only 
$375, 978,345 of property. Her revenue was 
$2,773,437; while her debt stood at the tre- 
mendous figures of $31,367,900, with only 
$2,246,898 of assets to put against it. 

These figures are calculated to make the 
bondholders considerate in their demands. 
We trust that their distinguished represent- 


-ativeand the Virginia authorities may be 


able to arrive at some satisfactory settlement 
of this long-mooted question. Virginia has 
suffered as few states, even in the stricken 
south have suffered, and we shall rejoice 
when her complete rehabilitation is accom- 
plished. 


A Seismic Connection, 

Apparently the seismic convulsions which 
have shaken the country during the past 
twelve months have at last succeeded in 
crushing a pathway underneath the conti- 
nent, There is no telling in what direction 
this underground passage runs, but we may 
be very sure that it has passed beneath our 
once celebrated Piedmont escarpment, and 
the probability is that the geological con- 
tinuity of the aforesaid escarpment is in a 
state of flax. 

At any rate, our dispatches inform us that 
a seismic convulsion of a mild type in Char- 
leston and Summerville, S. C., reached out 
and shook hands, under the Piedmont es- 
carpment, with its stalwart brother-in law 
(so to speak) in Eureka, California, So far

A METEOR ANALYSED. 


An Interesting Experiment Being Made at 
the Carnegie Laboratory. 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

A rarely interesting analysis is now being 
madeatthe laboratory of the Edgar Thompson 
steel works. lt is an analysis of a portionof a 
large meteoric mass found in Mexico, the major 
part of which is now in the famous Yale college 
collection. 

Some time ago Professor Brashear delivered an 
address upon meteors before the congregation of 
Dr. Swift’s church, on Arch street, Allegheny, 
Among his audience was Mr. Henry Phipps, of the 
firm of Carntgie, Phipps & Co,, who expressed 
himself as being much interested im what Mr. 
Brashear told him in regard to this partic- 
ular meteoric find, He asked the latter 
if it would be possible to get a speci- 
men of the mass for his privatecabinet, Mr, 
Brashear answered that it would, but “it would 
come high,” at the same time giving Mr. Phipps 
the address of the parties who might be able to 
Professor Brashear 


came to him one day a carefully wrapped package 
and letter from Mr. Phipps, It was a three-pound 
piece of the Mexican mass, and the letter informed 
Mr. Brashear that if he could cut itin two he 
could keep half. The operation was successfully 
performed, and the filings or dust made in cuttting 
it were taken-by Mr. Phipps for the purpose of 
analysis, which has not yet been concluded. 

Mr. Brashear exhibited his specimenito the large 
audience which had gathered at the Sandusky 
Street R. P. church last night to hear him talk 
about “Comets and Meteors.” It is an irregalar 
shaped mass, weighing lew than a pound, and on 
the side unpolished presents a black, corrugated 
appearance. Halfof the side which was cut has 
been polished and looks like the iron, but the oth- 
er half of the face has been etched, and brings out 
plainly the remarkable formation, which Professor 
Brashear says is entirely different from anything 
ever found except in a few specimens of iron from 
Greenland, In his enthusiastic and happy man- 
ner, Professor Brashear talked to his audience an 
hour and a half last night upon what we know 
about comets and meieors, and what we don’t 
know. 

One of the most interes'ing features in his lecture 
was tnatin which he reviewed the theories of 
Proctor and others in regard to the origiu of mete- 
ors. Thatastronomer, in a recent article, arguas 
that meteors are portions of matter thrown out by 
volcanoes in the early periods of the earth's exist- 
ence. A growing belief among a certain school of 
scientists is that comets and meteors are of the 
same origin. They contend that periodical comets, 
which have made their appearance at regular in- 
tervals, have entirely disappeared, but it has been 
noticed that remarkable showers of “shooting

They Lie on the Moldy Shelf in the Cata- 
combs of a Lima Cathedral. 

The interior of this cathedral is divided 
lengthwise into seven spaces or aisle—those next 
either wall being railed off as chapels, about thir- 
teen in all, wherein are the faltars, the shrines, 
the pictures and the statuary, says a Correspot- 
dent of the Argonant, writing of an old cathedral 
in Lima, Peru, The roof is supported by a series 
of arches resting against the side walls and upon 
the columns. The choir is partitioned off by itself 
in the middle building, containing the singers, 
the instruments and the wonderful organ. be- 
yond the choir is the glittering chancel, with its 
jewels and pictures and burning candles; with its 
costly hangings of silken and velvet draperies, 
their folds fastened to the roofs; 175 feet above, 
while their gaudy fringe brushes the adobe floor, 
and with the lecterns, theseats for the priests and 
the bishop’s throne. Midway between the chancel 
and the choir, set against a massive column, about 
fifteen feet from the floor, and freached by a nar- 
row stairway, is the richly carved 
pulpit, supported by a solid pillar 
of pure silver five inches in  diame- 
ter. When it is farther considered that the other 
interior details are worked-out with minute elab- 
oration and delicacy—witness the wonderful carv- 
ing in rich woods, in marbie and in bronze; the 
windows of rare stained glass, and the walls and 
ceiling most beautifully frescoed with scenes de- 
picting memorable events in scripture—possibiy a 
strong imagination may body forth something of 
this great.cathedral, 

A celebrated painting by Monteros, representing 
“The Obseques of Atahaulpa,” held a place of 
honor here for many years, being esteemed by 
Limenos as something sacred. It was stolen by 
the Chilians and sent to Santiago, There is little 
left now of the beautiful sculpture and statuary 
from the hands of the noted Ayacucho sculptor. 
Medina, whose work excited so much admiration 
during the exposition, all of them having been 
sent toChili. Before the late war this cathedral 
was one of the richest ingold and silver decora- 
tions and ornamentsin the world. Built in the 
sixteenth century— Pizarro’s old cathedral having 
beenr azed to the ground—it was enlarged, en- 
riched and adorned during the subsequent .centu- 
ries until the fatal year of 1879, when Peru became 
involved in the disastrous conflict with Chili, 
It was literally a massive store-house of 
precious metals and gems—a second temple of the 
sup, anda magnificent prize for the needy Chilians, 
Upon the occupatiou of Lima in 1881 it wasthe first 
place levied upon, being stripped entirely ofits 
richest treasures, the silver pillar supporting the 
pulpit excepted, that object of cupidity being so 
firmly fixed as to defy all attempts at removal. and 
accordingly it was reluctantly suffered to remain, 
Another act of these marauders was to despoil the 
greater portion of Lima’s famous national library— 
the building is situated one square to the eastward 
ofthe cathedral—which contained many thousands 
of rare old volumes and manuscripts. This was a 
most dastardly proceeding, and is only paralleled 
by the destruction of the Alexandrine library by 
the fanatical followers of Mahomet many centuries 
ago. 

In the catacombs beneath are the emba)med re- 
mains of the great Francisco Pizarro, transferred 
from the old cathedral in the year 1607, They lie 
on an old moldy shelf beside the body of the good 
Viceroy Mendoza. His bones are fast crmbling to 
dust, and the few remaining pieces of skin which 
yet cling to them, dry and withered as they are, 
are fast disappearing under the inroads of those 
unatics-at-large-relic-hunters.

The assertion that there 
isa law prohibiting women from appearing upon 
the stage is erroneous. One ofthe two theaters in 
San Francisco bas four women in its company. 

There are four or five stars in the company. 
Twenty-five of the performers are engaged by the 
year, and a half dozen more hold monthly con- 
tracts. Their remuneration ranges from $7 to $35 
per week, the favorite and best paid actors being 
those who essay the female roles.@So cleverly do 
these artis's affect the manners, voice and actions 
of women, thatit is very difficult to believe that 
they are not women. 

The theater from whence they come is supported 
by 5,000 Chinamen who livein the city of Angels. 
Itis a large, unpainted and undecorated structure, 
and is said to have cost less than $2,000. It is one 
of the five Chinese théaters in the country, others 
being situated at San Jose, Cal., Portland, Ore., 
and at San Francisco, where 25,000 Chinamen 
makes it possible to carry on two shows. The stage 
extends across one end of the building, and is de- 
void of scenery, footlignts or drop curtain. A par- 
tition extending to the roof and provided with two 
openings is built across the stage about fifteen or 
twenty feet from the front edge. Portieres close 
openings in the partitions, through which the ac- 
tors make their entrances and exits. The stars al. 
ways Come on through the opening onthe lef: 
hand and gooff bythe oneon the right. Thus 
they cross the stage every time they appear. 

No attempts at decoration are visible, the China” 
men seemingly being content with the unadorned 
simplicity of the natural wood. Upnearthe roof 
there is a third opening in the partition, which is 
used as a shrine to the patron saint of the dram:. 
The dining rooms, dormitory, and wardrobe rooms 
are all in the space back of this partition. 

The wardrobe unfolds newer and greater beauties 
each time it is examined. The closer the inspection 
the more beautiful it becomes. Silks and satins 
are used in profusion, and are of the most delicate 
shades and of the bestquality. The dresses are all 
made in China, and while they represent a great 
amount of labor they cost comparatively little. 
The finest of gold lacing and braiding, the most 
exquisite needlework and embroideries are every- 
where apparent. Some of the dresses cost #109 in 
China, but if bought in this country would cost 
many times that amount. The company’s ward- 
robe cost about $6,000. Nonerepresents the modern 
Chinese costume because nothing is personated 
upon the stage except the good old time Celestials 
such as are seen on tea chests, fans, crockery and 
screens, with flowing and flowery robes. 

About three-fourths of the Chinese actor’s work 
is pantomime. There are no waits between the 
acts, except those occurring between the dates of 
presentation. These are numerous, for some plays 
require from one to six months to finish. Whether 
plays of this class will be presented here or not is 
not known. Chinese plays, dealing with historical 
subjects, will be the programmes offered. hey 
consist of a representation of all the good and bad 
deeds cf certain rulers or dynasties, especially those 
affecting the lower classes. It is this detail of por- 
tray a! that makes the play so long,

WHAT IS DONE 70 PROT'CT [HE 
FARMERS |FROM FRAUD, 
re se! 

A Chapter Upon Fertilizers and the Fertilizer Move- 
ment~—A Question of Great Importance to the 
Agricultural Interests—Speceia) Inspec: 
tion ard How it Works, Ztc, 


The question of fertil'zers and the fertilizer 
movement for Georgia is one of vast importance 
to the agricultural interests of the state, It is 
one upon which much has been said pro and 
con, and which is, certainly worthy the deep 
consideration of every person having the wel- 
fare of the farming classes at heart. Probably 
no person in the state is as well posted upon 
the subject as Judge Henderson, commissioner 
of agriculture, and knowing that from him 
much that would be of interest could be 
learned, a CONSTITUTION reporter asked him 
yesterday concerning the number of tons of 
guano that have been admitted to sale in 
Georgia. 

“ ctions show,” the commissioner, 
“that there have been admitted 165,000 tona, 
This embraces fertilizers in all shapes, acid 
phosphates withand without potash, am monia- 


, ted superphosphates and chemicals, though 


the latter are shipped into the state in sach 
limited quantities as to be quite insignificant.” 

‘In what proportions are the different kinds 
sold in Georgia?” 

“Ammonisted superphosphates are in the 
lead, and will reach the handsome sum of 
120,595 tons, and phosphates in their several 
forms, some with and without potash, and some 
even containing & small per cent of ammonia; 
this form of fertilizer having largely increased 
in latter years, will reach 40,972 tons. So far 
as the chemicals are concerned the per cent is 
60 small ss to be insignificant. I fear to en- 
courage the shipment of these ‘chemicals ex- 
tensively, because there is much difficalty in 
making areliable inspection, and if this in- 
spection could be made they are more a:cessi- 
ble to frauds than where the goods have already 
been manipulated. 

“Have you any idea of the proportion of azid 
phosphates applied directly to the furrow?” 

“I could not do more than offer a 
bare conjecture, and I presame you want 
only facts. I can say this much: I learn this 
mode of application is on the increase, aud 
some of those who are trying it express them- 
selves as being satisiied with the resalt: but it 


that I look with little favor uponit. I think 
it true, however, that the idea of scientists is 
correct about phosphoric acid producing the 
fruit, butat the seme time both ammonia and 
potash contribute largely to the weed, and, to 
some extent, to the proper development 
of the fruit also. ~ We are taught 
by the highest agricultural authority in the 
world, Monsieur Ville, of France, that phos- 
phoric and ammonia and potash are essential 
to the production of a complete fertilizer. For 
some plant; one dominant would be necessary 
while others would need ye another.” 

“Is the manufacture of fertilizers in Georgia 
on the increase?’ 

“I do not Know of a more potent fact than 
that when I came into office, eight or nine years 
ego, I knew of but two that had achieved 
much if any success in business,and I am re- 
liably informed that one of those has gone 
under, whilst the other has taken a new lease 
on life, and has increased from a paltry - busi- 
ness to the monstrous proiuction of 30,000 tons 
perannum. Cotton seed meal has been erx- 
tensively used as an ammoniate in latter years 
in manufactured superphosphates in Georgia, 
This bas lorg since heen a _ fayor- 
ite echeme of mine, becanse 
that expensive ingredient of a perfect fertil- 
izer has been brought to our very doors, I 
favor a still further reduction in the price of 
this am moniate—even down to sixteen cents 
per pound—but the guild of state chemists at 
the meetings both of ’=5 and ’86, insisted on 
the present price, and accordingly I yielded, 
though against my convictions Sad judgment. 
If sggregated, the manufacturers and manipu- 
lators in Georgia, produce fully 99,000 tons, or 
fully one half of allnow sold in the state. 
Atlanta, Augusta aud Savannah, of course, lead 
the van, while Macon, Columbus, Rome, Thom- 
asville, Elberton, Newnan, LaGrango, Arling- 
ten, Camilla and yet many others swell the 
pr duct tosuch an extent thatthe opinion is 
freely expressed by the Baltimore and more 
northerly manufacturers that their tenure 
upon the (reorgia market is but a question of 
time, anda very short time at that, if the 
strides made in the last decade are to be taken 
as a criterion.” 

“How do the Georgia goods compare in analy- 
sisand mechanical condition with the more 
fortherly manufactures?” 

“T eee but little difference. Some of the Gaor- 
gia factories have the most modern machinery 
as well as the most thoroughly arranged build- 
ings for the business for which they are intend- 
ed, and we may safely assume, therefore, that 
with the good sense and judgment that the 
proprietors of these mills possess, they can 
manufacture as rapidly and mix as correctly as 
can be done in any part of the world with 
which I am acquainted. The Georgia law 
fixes a minimum below which 
: manufacturer may not g9, 
but he may improve upward to any 
extcnt desired. Well, I find, ifour chemist is 
to be relied upon, that there is no ground for 
complaint. In other words, both the analysis 
ard the mechanical condition is exceptionally 
fine. I would mention, by way of parenthesis, 
that the condition of. both northern and sonth- 
ern fertilizers is better thau it wasevena few 
years sgo, owing mainly to the improved mills 
used in grinding the phosphates.” 

‘Do you have the opportunity of examining 
the goeds here in the department before they 
g0 to the chemist, or do you rely upon his 
judgment entirely?” 

“Why, of course I have the first say at it,and 
give it quite as close an inspection as tho 
chemist does Besides the regular samples 
drawn at the posts and along the line of raii- 
ways, we also draw special samples from the 
various depois after the goods have been fur- 
warded to the consumers, These likewise un- 
dergo rigid inspection, more so, if possible, 
then the original samples.” 

“What about these special samples? They 
are something new, are they not?” 

“It is simply this: After the season is con- 
siderably advanced, and after a large quantity 
and numerous brands of the different goods 
reach the depots in the interior of the state, I 
at first send one of the most carefal inspectors 
to reineyect and draw therefrom special sam- 
ples and ascertain through depot agents and 
any o'tber sources that may be at hand, 
if there be complaint or whether irregularities 
of any kind have entered into the management. 
In other words to see if everything is going on 
right. He reports daily, or as often as possi- 
ble, sending the samples drawn and the intel- 
ligence, if any, which he has obtained. He is 
required to report, after close investigation, 
all irregularities in the shipments of any 
brands that he meets with, that I may see,if 
there is any legitimate ground for complaint 
anywhere or if there ig 
reason to suspect foul play. 
season, while there is yet cnough left at the 
depots, and at such time as they can be spared 
from their regular posts, I increase the nun- 
ber of special inspectors until they amount to 
fully one-half of the inspectorial force. Ewch 
one of them now enters upon this business 
with the same special instructions as was given 
the original inspector. I know of no better 
way to guard the avenues to fraud than the 
one I have adopted.” 7 

“What has been the resalf of it?” 

“Heretofore, 2s now, these special samples 
have been forwarded to the chemist and only 
once or twice during a period of several years 
have I found that the analysis made from these 
special samples has fallen materially below the 
guaranteed analysis and never has if fallen be- 
low the minimum required by law. A few 
only, have fallen below the mark at which 
they had set ont at the beginning of the sea- 
son, while on the other hand _ oth- 
ers have exceeded it. In nearly all 
cases care was evidently used by the manufac: 
turers to keep them as near uniform as possible.

them are either fools or knaves. Nobody knows 
better than they the penalty of any attempt at 
frauds, and no one has less idea of staking the 
vast amounts, bordering on millions, on the 
hazard of a single die. I am putting this on 
the low ground of the fear of sible detec- 
tion, but I cam assure you I have found 
very many of them to be men of very 
thorough education, excellent manners and 
high eocial position at home and abroad, and I 
may add of high moral standing. As well 
might a farmer feel himself lowered who goes 
into his barnyard and superintends the scra- 
pirg thereof,as to hold a manufacturer of fer- 
tilizers impure and corrupt, because his fertili- 
zers offend the nostrils of the passor by. I 
would invite your attention to the fact that 
the state of Georgia is no “pent up Utica,” but 
is a small continent within herself, 
She has a population cousiderably more than a 
million and a half of souls. She has an area 
of more than fifty thousand square miles and 
contains within her borders above twenty-six 
millions of acres. She has a population en- 
gaged in agriculture alone above four handred 
and thirty thousand men. She hasan hundred 
and forty-five thousand owners of the soil, and 
it is unquestionably true that she has 
a larger percentage of. population de- 
voted to farming than any state in he union. 
Therefore, | say, it would be strange indeed if 
some irregularities did not occur somewhere, 
and with somebody. Why the agent of a rail- 
road might, inadvertently or otherwise, ship 
guano without being previously inspected and 
tagged: I don’t deny the possibility of sucha 
thing, for neither inspector nor commissioner 
is omnipresent. But, in my opinion, all has 
becn done that can reasonably be done,” 

“Seme strictures were passed upon your de. 
partment at the last session of the legislature. 
What about them ?” 

“The strictures alluded to referred to reports 
in Samter county to the effect that some maa 
or men had received geods there that had not 
been inspected, or if inspected had not the im- 
primature of the department in the shape of 
tage, asan evidence of that important operi- 
tion.

exists in the state, J, of course, guard with 
more than ordinary care, every possible avenue 
of atiack, ard you may depend upon it, care 
in the matter of inspection is one of them.”

DESTROYING THE FRUIT. 


Depredations Made bya Species of Beetles 
—The Remedy. 


Professor McCutchson, state chemist, made 
an investigation yesterday of a twig sent him 
from Thomas county, which gave evidence of 
having been destroyed by some insect. A 
thorov gh examination showed that the twig 
had been girdled by some insects feeding oa 
the tencer growth beneath the bark, and the 
original cause of the death of the limb was, 
most probably, the work of this insect, 

Profersor McCatcheon is satisitied that it is 
the scolytus rugulosus. Thers are a number 
cf species of these borers. They usually work 
between the bark of the tree and the wood and 
cause great destruction. The disease known 
as the™‘yellows’’ is presumed to result froui 
the work of these destructive little beetles who 
deprive the trees, particularly frait trees, of 
their nourishment. In some sections of the 
country, farwers baving trees afflicted with 
the “yellows” have been compolled 
by legislative enactment to de- 
stroy ail such trees to prevent the 
epreading of the disease. A recommendation 
msde by the Georgia department of agricnl- 
ture fowe years ago should be borne in mind 
in this connucction. The egg of the beetle for 


' the succeeding spring brood is probably in all 


cases deposited in the new growth. If all in- 
fested trees sre cut back in winter or in early 
spripg, £0 asto remove everything of the las: 
sefison’s growth, the development of the next 
brocd msy be prevented and further depreda- 
tions stopped. 

The matter is one of vital importance to all 
fruit growers. ,

+ vailed himself of Mr. S. M. Inman’s kind at- 
tention to fully inform himself concerning this 
brench of Georgia’s educational system. It was 
very satisfactory to our Georgia state pride to 
hear Mr. Mather say that Georgia is the first 
government of English speaking people to 
have established, by direct appropriation, from 
the taxes, an institution of this character. Ali 
the other similar institutions in England aud 
America are the outgrowth of individual liber- 
ality and philanthropy. 

Mr. Mather said, “this act stamps the Geor- 
gia legislature as one of the wisest of its kind, 
and puts Georgia in the lead of all govern- 
— upon this great question of practical 
ntility.’’ 

Mr. Mather hed read in the English papers, 
Mr Grady's speech at the New England dia- 
ner, and was desirous of mesting its author. 
On Laving that opportunity he said 
with the south united on 
that platform of peace and harmony 
there would be no question about the inflow of 
immigration and capital. 

Mr. Mather left last night for Birmingham 
to investigate the iron industry and will go 
ihence to Neshville and Ss.
